PORTRAIT OF A LADY 
By Nicolaas Maes 
Puichased by the Metropolitan Museum from the Ehrich Galleries 



We reproduce on this page a portrait 
by Nicolaas Maes which the Metropoli- 
tan Museum purchased from the Ehrich 
Galleries last winter and which art 
connoisseurs here recognize as one ot the 
prize purchases of the year. 

One of the puzzles which has al- 
ways beset students of Nicolaas Maes 
has been the extraordinary difference 
between the character of his work — 
while under the direct influence of Rem- 
brandt and his later examples, which 
betray a French influence. In fact, 
the difference between these two styles 
is so pronounced that some connoisseurs 
have suggested the theory that there 
must have been two diflPerent painters 
by the same name. The example here 
reproduced gains added, interest from 
the fact that while it reflects the spirit 
of Rembrandt's influence, it, at the 
same time, gives a foretaste, especially 
in the landscape, of his later manner. 



Mr. Charles M. Kurtz, the director 
of the Buffalo Fine Arts Museum, has 
planned for an exhibition of represen- 
tative German paintings to be held this 
autumn.

It was learned recently that $10,000 
had been subscribed by two wealthy 
patrons of art in this city in aid of 
the movement to raise $50,000 for the 
establishment and endowment of a per- 
manent woman's art club in Brooklyn. 
So many assurances of financial sup- 
port have been received that the pro- 
moters of the scheme, headed by Mrs. 
H. Marie Carpenter, a portrait paint- 
er and landscape artist, of No, 193 
vSteuben Street, Brooklyn, said in a 
recent interview that it had been de- 
cided to raise $roo,ooo for the project 
this fall. The sum of $50,000, it is 
found, will not be sufficient to erect a 
studio building in the neighborhood of 
Prospect Park, as is purposed, and 
there is every probability that the 
larger sum of $100,000, in view of the 
interest aroused in the movement to 
aid at least one hundred Brooklyn 
women in the practise of their profes- 
sion and women artists in other bor- 
oughs of Greater New York, can be 
easilv raised. 



An exhibition of miniatures is to be 
held in Berlin this autumn. It will 
be universal in its scope, and, it is be- 
lieved will be the most important col- 
lection of miniatures ever brought to- 
gether.

. This September issue of the Ameri- 
can Art News completes the monthly 
summer numbers and also the summer 
record pf art news here and in Europe. 
With our issue of October 20, we will 
begin a new volume, and resume the 
publication of our weekly numbers un- 
til May, 1907. The summer has been a 
dull one in the art world in Europe as 
well as America, but the coming sea- 
son which should open in late October, 
promises well. 



Notable from an artistic as well as 
from an educational and scientific point 
of view, is the latest benefaction of 
Alorris K. Jesup which has been con- 
ferred upon the American Museum of 
Natural History. It consists of nine 
busts of distinguished naturalists, all 
but two of whom are of American birth. 
All were leaders and pioneers in the 
study of nature in the United States. 
It is said that the total cost of the me- 
morials is $30,000. These works of art 
are from the studio of William Couper, 
the American sculptor, and have been 
made after the most careful study of 
the best portraits of the subjects which 
are extant. The unveiling of the sculp- 
tures, which will take place in Decem- 
ber, will be a notable affair. 



Two years' ago Arthur Freedlander, 
afier a search. of many ,weeks for. the 
"painfable" material necessary for his 
v.ork and his class, settled at Vineyard 
Haven, Mass. Soon he had a studio 
built on the high land overlooking the 
A ater, and his pupils were not long in 
following him to his summer retreat. 
Last year the Martha's Vineyard In- 
siitute was closed, and many of its stu- 
dents were drawn to this sister settle- 
ment not far away. Other students, 
following the course of architecture at 
Columbia University went to Vineyard 
Haven for the season, and have gath- 
ered much good material in the way 
of water color sketches. These are of 
immediate value in the rendering of 
their "projects." It is Mr. Freedland- 
er's hope to make this course a popular 
one, and he has the support of many 
leading New York architects in this 
plan.

' The self appointment of Mr. An- 
thony Comstock as. the Custas Morum 
of the New York art world, as proven 
by his astonishing procedure in the 
matter of the Art Students' League 
publication, makes for special wonder. 
If .he is to be allowed to proceed in his 
crugade against what may seem to 
him improper or obscene in art publi- 
cations, to when lengths may he go? 
Even our leading magazines may feel 
the weight of his displeasure, and our 
painters and sculptors may have to flee 
to the woods. If it had not been and 
were not in;th'e power of Mr. Comstock 
to annoy 'people such as the officers 
and students of the Art League, the in- 
cident would be laughable. It is al- 
most , unbelievable that it could happen 
in-New York and this century.

William Edgar Marshall, the por- 
trait painter, died Augiist 30, at his resi- 
dence and studio. No: 711 Broadway. 
His death was dueto,pneurnonia, after 
only;,three days" olsjerious illness. 
, -Mrj Marshall- was born in this city in 
183^^ ^Tn i860 he went to Paris and 
after studying painting for three or 
four years became so successful that 
his models_were used in the Beaux Arts 
Schodr." 

While in Paris he became personally 
acquainted with Emperor Napoleon 
III. and Empress Eugenie. Senator 
George Clemenceau was harbored by 
Mr. Marshall in 1870, when he came to 
^his country as a refugee. While in 
Europe he became a friend of Charles 
nickens. Returning to New York Mr. 
Marshall became one of the founders of 
the American Bank Note Company. In 
1876 he opened a studio at No. 711 
Broadway, which he had retained ever 
?ince. 

Among Mr. Marshall's best known 
paintings are a portrait of Lincoln, now 
at Yale University : a portrait of Long- 
fellow in the Lon2:fellow house at Cam- 
bridge, and a portrait of Mark Hanna, 
in the Ohio State Capitol ; one of Presi- 
dent McKinley, and one of General 
Grant. Perhaps his most talked of 
Dainting is a huge head of Christ, seven 
feet broad by ten feet high, which was 
for a while exhibited at the Metropoli- 
tan Museum pf Art. 

Among: the more recent paintings 
which Mr. Marshall has done is a por- 
trait of Mrs. George Westinghouse. 



There were two classes of pictures ex- 
hibited this year by the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition of Toronto : painting^ 
of foreign artists selected from various 
art galleries and from British and Can-- 
adian private collections, and paintings 
by Canadian artists. 

Of the former class the "Herodiade" 
by Benjamin Constant, loaned by Sir 
George A. Drummond, was given 
the place of honor and fully merited the 
position, the splendor of the Orient 
which it so ably expresses contrasting 
well with the Constable "Fording the 
River," from the Guildhall Art Gallery, 
London, and "The Communicants" by 
Jules Breton, loaned by the Right Hon. 
the Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal, 
between which it was hung. Other pic- 
tures, among, the loan -exhibits were 
"Choosing the Wedding Gown" by 
William Mulready, Victoria and Albert 
Museum, London; "Landscape," by 
Gustave Dore, from the collection- of 
Sir George A. Drummond, and some 
portraits by Sir Thomas Lawrence, 
P. R. A., loaned by His Excellency the 
Governor-General, including a portrait 
of Charles, First Earl Grey, an excel- 
lent example of the artist's work at the 
zenith of his fame; portrait of Charles, 
Second Earl Grey; portrait of Mary 
Elizabeth, Countess Grey and two chil- 
dren. A portrait of John George, Earl 
of Durham, by J. Phillips, R. A.,. and 
the copy by W. M. Chase^ of the por- 
trait of Benjamin Franklin, which came 
into possession of the First Earl Grey 
in 1775, were also loaned by His Excel- 
lency. "The Dawn of Majuba Day," 
by R. Caton Woodville, has been pur- 
chased by the Industrial Exhibition As- 
sociation, and is of special interest to 
Canadians, as so many of them took 
part in that splendid victory. 

The pictures "Admiration," by Paul 
Peel, R. C. A., and "Peasants of La 
Vendee," by Thomas Hovenden, al- 
though among the loan collection, hard- 
ly belonged to the first class, as both the 
artists are. Canadians by birth. 

One of the ablest pictures by local 
artists was a figure study by F. S. Chal- 
lener. .

sions of the portrait of the artist with 
a drawn sword held lupright. A new 
mezzotint record was made at Chris- 
tfe*s by Mr. Noseda who paid £700 
for a- superb first state impressioii- of 
'iLady Caroline Montague as Winter," 
by J. R." Smith after Reynolds.^ The 



highest sum hitherto given for a copy 
of this engraving, was 125 gns. in 1901. 
The record for any mezzotint is 1,200 
gns. given by the same dealer at the 
Huth sale last year for a first state be- 
fore letters of "Lady Bamfylde" by T. 
Watson after Reynolds. The painter 
received 150 gns. for the original por- 
trait and the engravings were first sold 
for a few shillings apiece. 

At the Leicester Galleries, Messrs. 
Brown '& Phillips are exhibiting 
through the holiday season a -notable 
collection of watercolors by British 
masters. Sam Bough, whose work has 
so astonishingly increased in value dur- 
ing the last twelvemonth, is admirably 
represented by ^ a - beautiful ev&ning 
scene, entitled "Melrose Moonlight." 
Turner, De Wint, David Cox and other 
well-known masters contribute to the 
collection, and special attention should 
be directed to the fine examples of two 
less known but not less great English 
aquarellists^ H. G. Hine and Thomas 
Collier. 

ITALIAN ART NOTES. 



Venice, August 21. 

A new permanent art exhibition by 
the' association of Venetian artists in 
the old Contarim palace, is attracting 
visitors here this summer. The aim 
of ,this new association is to avoid the 
mediation of dealers and to put the 
artist directly into connection with the 
buyers. Among the exhibited works, 
sculptures predominate. 

The annual international art exhi- 
bition now open at Florence is remark- 
ably strong and comprises , over 400 
works. The keynote is a collection of 
famous canvases by the deplored 
Niccolo Cannici, exhibited by its own- 
ers. Many names of the cosmopolitan 
art world are represented, notably 
Roll, Cagniart, Maurice Eliot, Fleury, 
Werts, Dhurmer, Rolshoven, Panel., 
Abel Faiore and Lamy France. Among 
national artists represented are Gioli, 
Costelli, Martinelli, Ghiglia, Vianello, 
Constantini and Costetti. The room 
which contains the sculptures is vety 
poor and incomplete. 

The Russian Art Association at 
Rome has transformed its reading 
rooms into a little exhibition gallery, 
and its recent opening by the Russian 
Ambassador was an important social 
function. Among the painting^ are the 
landscapes by Kolmikow, an impres- 
sionist ; two canvases and somte strong 
etchings by Miss Krasmuschkina ; 
some pastels by Glicenstein, who is 
also represented by two sculptures ; del- 
icate colored floral fans by Belin; an 
Egyptian sunset by Bakolowicz; two 
landscapes by Alexander -SwietomsT<:y ; 
others by Yugianine, and a large col- 
lection of characteristic etchings by 
Knuckiel. 

Two Spanish exhibitions are now 
on in Rome, .ojie made by the Royal 
Spanish Academy, -the - other by a 
young, but well-known painter, Gus- 
tav Baccarisas, who shows in the large 
ateliers of Herman Corodis, a rich col- 
lection of canvases, panels and draw- 
ings. In the Spanish Academy ex- 
hibit, brti^ Echaque shows bis 
"Legend, of JLady Godiva" and "Moth- 
erly Cares; R. Farragoza some delt- 
cate drawings, and ' F. Lorens some 
studies and sketches from Belgium. 
The only plastic work, "The Statue of 
a Listening Youth," by E. Martin 
Laurel, is only fair. 
" At Turin there is now open an exhi- 
bition of historical. rarities; arms, cos- 
tumes, portraits of generals and men 
and women, whose names are con- 
nected with historical events ; paint- 
ings of battles and congresses, books, 
documents and objects of the period 
of Vittorio Amadeo II. 



PARIS ART NOTES. 



September 4, 1906. 

The Luxembourg Gallery has just 
received by gift from the "Societe des 
Amis du Luxembourg" Jacques Car- 
caret's "Femme Endormie," which was 
exhibited in' this year's Salon. The 
day after the purchase was completed 
the picture- received a .further honor 
in being awarded a medal of the second 
class. 

The completion of the decoration of 
the Sorbonne has been assigned to 
Henri Martin. The order calls for two 
large paintings, which are to be placed 
in the vestibule of the "salle des Au- 
torities." Martin has just finished two 
large decorative panels for the Capitole 
of Toulouse. 

A statue of Zola may be erected in 
th^ - Tuileries Gardens. A deputation 
recently called on M. Briand, Minister 
of Public- Instruction, asking permis- 
sion, and the Minister expressed him- 
self in favor of the project. 

There has just been placed in the 
Hotel de Ville, Paris, in the Salle du 
Budget, which was already decorated 
by two large canvases by Detaille, 
"Les Enrolements volontaifes sous la 
Revolution," and "La Presentation des 
Drapeaux," by the same artist. 

The Museum of the Comedie-Fran 
caise has recently acquired a charming 
portrait of Mile. Mars by the Baron 
Gerard. The portrait has the interest 
of a document. On the back of it is 
written in the hand of Regnier, the 
old dean of the Comedie: "Tres res- 
semblant." The picture was presented 
by M. E. Charvet, who gave the Mu- 
see Carnavalet, the fine Troyon repre 
senting a "Vue du Palais de Saint- 
Cloud." 

Alfred Stevens, the celebrated Bel- 
gian genre-painter, died in Paris Au- 
gust 24. He was born in May, 1828, 
and was, signally honored, in 1900, 
when, for. the first time in its history, 
the picture gallery of the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts in Paris, was opened to 
the paintings of a living artist. One 
hundred and eighty-four of his works 
were e5chibited.^ The Belgia:r painter; 
who first exhibited as early as 1849 a^<^ 
whose popularity reached its height in 
1867, passed the better part of his life 
in Paris. His pictures present a chron- 
ological study of the last half of the 
nineteenth century. 



BOSTON ART NOTES. 



The Copley Society's summer exhi- 
bition is open, and will probably remain 
until the first of October. The exhibi- 
tion has been particularly successful 
this year, and the number of visitors 
has been larger than ever before. 

Four pictures by Millet 'have been 
added to ^the permanent collection of 
the Museum of Fine Arts, and this addi- 
tion makes that collection the most im- 
portant public' one in America, so far 
as Millet's works are concerned. Quincy 
Shaw has the finest" private collection 
of this "great, painter's works in the 
world. * 

The four examples which have come 
to the Museum are from the Brimmer 
Gallery. They are- the most valuable 
bequests 'since the gift from the' War- 
ren collection. 



Many of the artists are returning to 
the city, and exhibitions are now being 
arranged -for the winter. Leon Dabo 
will have a showing of his works early 
in the year. Leslie Thompson, who has 
just returned from Europe, will exhibit' 
a collection of ' fifty or more. C. H. 
Woodbury and others have also made 
definite plans 'for exhibitions.
